“There ‘is a" way. ‘for fatm pcople 
to keep their boys on’ ‘the ferm, at 
least the great’ majority "of: them, 
and it is for the people of, rural nei- 
ghborhoods to find out. for themselve 
the way. If we give our young peo- 
ple a little better chance for ration- 

al recreation, if: we: take en active 
interest jn their social pleasures, if 
they do not need to be ashamed of 
their clothes when visiting their city 
friends, or of their, home when their 
friends visit them, we will find that 


‘the great majority of them will stay 


on the farm. 

“And while it goes without saying 
that farm people mus* attend pretty 
strictly to business, we must remem- 
ber that’ work is not. the only thing 
in life, but that the really tig thing 
is to broaden and sweeten the life 
of our young people gn. the farm un- 
til they will grow to loye it and to 
consider the farm a really desirable 
place to work and to live.’’ 

Just as every farm boy should con- 
sider the advantages of staying on 
the farm befcre making a dash, for 
town or city, su should overy farm- 
er do some deep thinking about h’s 
treatment of the ferm boy. and e7- 
ery Community bestir itself to look 
after his interests. 

>The blame for the exodus of ferm 
boys to the city rests chiefly cn cld- 
er shoulders. It is perfectly natural 
for the average boy to. crave excite- 
ment and a good time. If he te de- 
prived of these where he! is, he will 
seek them elsewhere,’ and’ who shall 
‘stand to blame him? . 

But in his .quest-for:..a cod time, 
the farm hoy must not ‘forget that 
the best titre is. the: one that’ stays 
good. 

When he ‘has pulled ‘off ‘the mask of 
the city’s mockery, . he finds sorre- 
thing as hollow as last, year’s locust 
shell, Hg ‘finds harder-.and more i 
less work than ever had to te dr 
on any farm. <aAnd if; as the years , 
go on, his responsibility extends to 
a wife and children, the evening — of 
his dreary day is apt to Te darken-! 
ed with clouds of regret which can- 
Not be dispelled. 

-So for the average farm boy this 
is the message—Stay on the farm. 
Not only for your own sake, but for, 
‘the sake of your family ihst is to te 
and your, country that is.
